The "Minutemen'* was organized in June, 196o» Its 
present headquarters are .Norhorhe, Missouri. ROiMSRT B, 

DE PUGH, Norborne, Missouri, has been publicly identified as 
the National Coordinator of the organization.' DE PUGH has 
stated the membership of the "Minutemen” to be in excess of 
•35j»000 members, however, confidential sources state this 
figure is greatly exaggerated and that a more time estimate 
would be between 800 and 2,000 members. Statements by 
DE PUGH and literature distributed by the orgahization indi- 
cate its purpose to be the resistance to, and exposure of, 
the spread of- Communist influence within the United States | 
for the formation of a guerrilla or underground organization 
to combat the troops of any foreign powers which might ' 
eventually occupy this countryj and resist passage of laws 
which would regulate private ownership of firearms. 

The Kansas City Star newspaper has on numerous 
occasions contained , articles concerning the "Minutemen," 
wherein it v;as stated that members of the organization . 
participate in maneuvers utilizing guerrilla tactics with 
machine guns, mortars, grenades, and other firearms. 

DE PUGH has publicly stated the "Minutemen" as an organi- 
zation. does not- buy or store arms or ammunitioni however, in- 
dividual members are urged to maintain arms and ammunition, 
which is their constitutional right. "Minutemen" has given 
instructions in the use of. explosive compounds from such 
readily accessible ingredients as common fertilizer, ammonium 

nitrate ROBERT DK PTIGH, along with his close associates,

On October 30, I966, the New York City Police 
Department arrested 19 members of the "Minutemen, " charging 
them with "conspiracy to. commit arson," and "Illegal posses- 
sion of firearms," An Inventory of firearms .seized as a’ 
result of these arrests included II5 rifles, 26 handguns, 

8 automatic weapons, 3 bazookas, 2 mortars, l anti-tank 
gun and an unknown quantity of ammunition. 
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In April, 1966, DE PUGH stated the "Minutemen" 
organization was then dividing itself into two bodies s One 
group to be members who have been able to maintain their 
identity in complete secrecy from the public and government 
investigative agencies, and the other group to be made up of 
members who have been publicly identified and who will become 
active in the Patriotic Party, The first group will go 
completely underground and will continue to emphasize intelli- 
gence activities and resistance warfare training programs. 

The firat national convention of the Patriotic Party was 
held July 3 and 4 , I966, at Kansas City, Missouri, with 
DE PUGH acting as chairman, . About 300 individuals attended 
this convention. The second annual convention of the 
Patriotic Party was held July 2 , 3 , 8 e 4 , 1967, Kansas City, 
Kansas,’ with approximately 240 persons attending, DE PUGH 
resigned as National Chairman- at the convention, however, 
he stated he v/ould continue in ah advisoary capacity. The 
delegates, at DE PUGH’s uifeing, endorsed former governor 
of Alabama, GEORGE VJALLACF, and WILLIAM PENN PATRICK,

The ’'Minutemen" was orgariized in ^ June, 1960. Its 
present headquarters are Norborne, Missouri. Robert B. DePugh, 
Norborne, Missouri, has been publicly identified as the founder 
and National Coordinator of the organization since 'its 
inception. ' Membership of the "Minutemen” is claimed by DePugh 
to be in excess of 35,000 members, however, confidential 
sources state this figure is- greatly exaggerated and that a 
more true estimate would be between 500 and 1,000 members. 
Statements by DePugh and literature distributed by the 
organization indicate its purposp to, be the resistance to, 
and exposure of, the spread of Communist influence within 
the United States ; for the formation of a guerrilla or 
underground organization to combat the troops of any foreign 
powers which might eventually occupy this country; and resist 
passage of lav7s which would regulate private ownership of 
firearms. ' 

In April, 1966, DePugh stated the "Minutemen" 
organization was then dividing itself into two bodies:, one^ 
group to be members who have been able to maintain their 
identity in complete secrecy from the public and government 
investigative agencies , and the other group to be made up of 
members who h^ve been publicly identified and who will become 
active in th ^Patriotic Party.

When the Minutemen were lirst organized, their objective was to ‘^prepare 
lor the day when Americans will once again light in the streets lor their 
lives and their liberty.** During these years ol preparation, thousands 
joined. Most stayed and worked with the organization, some became **drop- 
outs**, and others lelt because they lelt the organization was not sullici- 
ently disciplined and aggressive. Everyone did pretty much as he pleased. 

During these years the administration ol the organization was, to a large 
degree, delegated by the Executive Council to Robert B. DePugh, our Nation- 
al Coordinator. Because ol his strong beliel in individual Ireedom and his 
beliel that members would do their duty voluntarily^ he lelt that an auth- 
oritarian type organization was not required among people who proles sed 
dedication to the cause ol Ireedom. Mr. DePugh consistently relused to be 
tempted into imposing his will on the members. It was his opinion at the 
time that "The Minutemen must be an organization ol cooperating individuals'i 

01 course, in times ol emergency, lor the nation, or the organization it- 
sell, we are all in agreement that a strong chain ol command, stricter dis- 
cipline, and respect lor authority at each level are prerquisites lor el- 
lioiency and security. 

It is not easy lor either an organization or an individual to switch instan- 
taneously Irom an entirely voluntary c one ept to a si tu at i on r e quiring 
t^ary Obedie^hcTe. -^Although^^^ le^ the time has ^tiX^ hot ar?lv^ when “ 

we need rigid discipline, we must begin making this transition so that we 
can become accustomed to the type ol discipline which is absolutely ess ent- 
ial lor success in combat operations. Indeed, where, the security ol the 
organization is concerned, the situation is already such as to require this 
high standard ol duty and discipline. 

The time lor preparation is drawing to a close. The coming months promise 
to brings the darkest days our nation has ever seen. In these black times, 
we Minutemen must be ready to rekindle the torch ol liberty, to hold it 
high, and delend it to the death..... ol the last traitor! 

Victory will not come easy. "To tiust in the justice ol our cause without 
our own utmost exertion would be tempting Providence.** We must locus our 
strict attention on our duties. Our plan must always be: duty now; sell 
later. 

**Duty, honor, country: Those three hallowed words reverently dictate what 
you ought to be, what you can be, what you will be. They are your rally- 
ing point to build courage when courage seems to lail, to regain laith when 
there seems to be little cause lor laith, to create hope when hope becomes 
lorlorn.** 

Duty, honor, country: these three words ** build your basic character. They 
mold you lor your luture roles as tl^e custodians ol the nation’s delense. 
They make you strong enough to know when you are weak, and brave enough to 
lace yours ell when you are alraid. 

**They teach you to be proud and xmbending in honest lailure, but humble and 
gentle in success; not to subsitute words lor actions, nor to seek the path 
ol comlort, but to lace the stress and spur ol dilliculty and challenge; to 
learn to stand up in the storm, but to have compassion on those who lall; 
to master yoursell belore you seek to master others; to have a heart that 
is clean, a goal that is high. 

**Yours is the prolession ol arms, the will to win, the sure knowledge that 
in war there is no substitute lor victory, that il you lose, the nation will 
be destroyed, that the very obsession ol your public service must be duty, 
honor, country." (cont. on page 6 ) 
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Webster reminds us that duty is "obligatory service, that which one is 
. boxmd to do." 

The hi^ standard of duty we are striving for evolves most naturally from 
a. strong personal devotion to the cause of freedom. This devotion, this 
determination to remain faithful to the Christian and Constitutional prin- 
ciples that have made America the greatest of free nations, demands sacri- 
fice. Indeed, self-denial of material pleasures in the midst of their 
greatest abundance; unswerving loyalty to principles of freedom no longer 
\mderstood and cherished by the masses; Herculean efforts to do the right 
thing, because it is the only honorable course; these may constitute a 
stronger challenge to each of us individually than we may ever face in com- 
bat. Each of us must win this battle within ourselves before we can effect- 
ively combat the socialist enemies.

IP T-4 .advised on November 21, 1967, that at a 
regional convention of the Patriotic Party held on September 2-3 
1967, afe.Dearborn, Michigan» the following people from Inlana 
were in attendance: 
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"MINUTEMEN” 


The ’’Minutemen” was organized in Jnne, 1960. Its 
present headquarters are Nor borne, Missouri, and Robert Bo DePugh, 
Norborne, Missouri, is the national coordinator. Statements 
by De^gh and literature distributed by the organization in the 
past indicated its purpose to be the resistance to, and exposure 
of, the spread of Coimimnist influence within the United States; 
for the formation of a guei°rilla or underground organization to 
combat the troops of any foreign powers which might eventually 
occupy this country; and resist passage of laws which would regulate 
private ownership of firearms. 

The Kansas City Star Newspaper, Kansas City, Missouri, 
has on numerous occasions, carried various articles concerning 
DePugh and the "Minuteiaen", wherein it was stated that members of 
the organization participate in maneuvers utilizing guerrilla 
tactics with machine guns, mortars, grenades, and other firearms. 

DePugh has publicly stated on numerous occasions that 
the Minutemen” as an organization does not buy or store arms or 
ammunition; however, the individual members of the organization 
maintain arms and ammunition, which is their constitutional right. 

”Minutemen’* literature mailed to members in the past 
has furnished instructions in the use of explosives and has also 
Siven details tor the making of explosive compounds from such 
readily -accessible ingredients as a common fertilizer, ammonium 
nitrate. 


In May, 1966, a confidential source advised that 
Robert B. DePugh, in a recent message to the national coordin gfcors 
of "Minutemen", announced the ’'Minutemen” organizatior« ms fee 
divided into two separate bodies. One group to be sonposed di. ; -cly 
of members who ' have been able to maintain complete secrecy of 
their identity, from, both the public and from Government 
investigative agencies. The second group to be made up of all 
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“MINTJTEMEN" continued; 


members who have been publicly identified, or who there is reason 
to believe have been identified as "Minutemen” by an agency of 
the Federal Gpyernment. 

In announcing the re-organization, DePugh sta,ted that 
a complete resistance movement involving total resistance, must 
involve not only guerrilla warfare and not only resistance warfare, 
but that it must involve psychological and political warfare as 
well^ 

PePugh stated that what he was proposing and trying 
to effect was to build a political party that as such would have 
legal immunity, which would serve as a communications network 
for patriots that have other interests, and among whose members / 
these other patriots can maintain their secrecy' of identity. AlX 
future correspondence and communications on the national level \ 
will be done in the name of the Patriotic Party. DePugh also advised 
that if ever called to court, as he expected to be in the future, ^ 
he was going to state that as far as the national organization is 
concerned, the ’’Minutemen” had ceased to exist. 

DePugh, in the announcement, continued to the effect 
there - is no reason why at some future date, when the environment 
is more condusive to military action, that the Patriotic Party 
cannot be used once again to pull together various local organi- 
zations into one national organization. By acting both as a front 
and as a means of coordination, the Patriotic Party can be 
invaluable in the building of a future resistance movement.

MIKOTEMEN GROUPS IN 



VINCENT PAUL DE’ PALMA was interviewed by Special Agents 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation during April of 1968. At 
the time of his interviev/, DE PALMA identified himself as a former 
Minutemen member in the State of Connecticut during 1966 and 196/, 
following which he was affiliated with the Minutemen organization on 
a national level for a number of months until December of 1967 . 


DE PALMA advised that v/hile he was a monber of Minutemen 
in the State of Connecticut, he was familiar with and acquainted 
with the members of two ba,nds of Minutemen. He identified these 
groups or bands as band number 1, located at Waterbury, Connecticut, 
and band number 2, located at Bridgeport, Connecticut. 

DE PALMA advised that band 1 and band 2 usually met 
together and that the membership of these two groups amounted to 
approximately 10 to 14 members which figure he stated fluctuated. 

DE PALMA advised he had no first-hand knowled^ of any other 
Minutemen bands in Connecticut except that he had been told 
from another member that a band of Minutemen did exist in the 
Norwich, Connecticut, area.

On June 13, 1968, NH T-1 advised he had knowledge of 
four bands of Minutemen in the State of Connecticut, which he 
stated were located in Waterbury, Bridgeport, Norwich and Naugatuck, 
Connecticut.

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IV. DEFENSE SURVIVAL FORCES (DSF) 

VINCENT PAUL DE PALMA, above, when interviewed in 
April, 1968, advised that when he was sworn into the Minutemen 
organization in Connecticut, he was told to purchase a uniform 
which consisted of a set of military- type fatigues, combat boots 
and a green beret. He was also told that he would have to 
purchase shoulder patches which set forth the identity of the 
group as DSF. DE PALMA stated that DSF was a cover name for the 
actual Minutemen operation in the State of Connecticut, He- 
stated he was also told that he was never to mention the organi- 
zation Minutemen sind that if he were asked about Minutemen, he 
was to point out that although the program of the DSF might 
appear to be similar to the program of Minutemen, he was to 
emphatically, deny affiliation with Minutemen and insist that the 
organization he belonged to was the DSF. 

- .On June 13, 1968, NH T-1 advised that the letters 
DSF. stoodf.for Defense Survival Forces and that the DSF in the 
State of Connecticut -v/as an actual cover operation or cover name 
for actual Minutemen operations . 

V, FINANCES 


NH T-1 advised on June 13, 1968, each member of the 
organization Minutemen was assessed a total of $6 in monthly 
dues. He advised that the first three weeks of each month each 
member paid $1 dues; on the fourth week each member paid an 
additional assessment of $3 . NH T-1- advised that this $3 payment 
or assessment on the last week of each month v/as supposed -fco be 
forwarded to the National Headquarters of Minutemen. 

VI. TRAINING AND WEAPONS 


NH T-1 advised on December 11, 1967, that at a Minutemen 
meeting held at Stratford, Connecticut, on December 1, 1967, 
those in attendance pai’ticipated in a field maneuver in which 
several of the members participating were wearing all white snow 
uniforms. 


NH T-1 further advised that it was announced at this 
meeting that this group would shortly be able to obtain training 
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rifles for which each member would have to pay $6. KH T-l 
advised that the rifles were not described any furt^r nor was 
it stated ■where these rifles would be obtained. 

NH T-2 advised on January 22, 1968, that on January 21, 

1968, a group of Minutemen in Connecticut held a firearms training 
session at Killing^vorth, Connecticut. 

NH T-2 stated that one of the members who took part in 
this training session had at least 2000 rounds of ammunition 
with him when he arrived, which consisted of an assortment, of 
22 caliber and 30 caliber ammunition* He also advised that other 
membei’s- who apneared at this training session were in possession 
of 30 caliber rifles both Endfield and Mauser. NH T-2 also advised 
that one of the members had in his possession a new Armalite Explorer 
22 caliber rifle. NH T-2 advised that one of the members who . 
appeared at this firearms training session had in his possession , 

\iiat NH T-2 described as being two homemade bombs. NH T-2 stated 
that these bombs were made from vegetable-t;^pe tin cans, filled 
with black powder and sealed at the open e^d with some kind of 
hard substance !•- NE T-2 stated that these, bWbs were fired .with 
rifles at a distance of approximately 75=f^ds in an attempt to 
ignite them; hov/ever, only one of them actually did ignite. NH 
T-2 further stated that another member had with him several small 
C02 cylinders which also were filled with black powder and fused 
with cherry bomb-type fuses. NH T-2 advised that none of these 
C02 cylinders ■were operative and that all failed to explode. 
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could got 45 caliber anmxuui'tion but that it would no t be suitable 
for 45 caliber pistols. NK T-1 advised tha j ~ | did not^ 
elaborate on the type of v/eapon that this 45 caliber ammuni uion 

could be used in. 

NH T~2 advised on March 12, 1968, that at a Minvi ife i flSh — 

meeting held on March 6, 1968, at Stratford, Connecticut > 

lappeaxed—Stiill an unknown individual each of whom had 
weabOhfe whic n I stated were for sale at $76.00 per item. 

NH T“2 advised that these guns had a barrel of about 12 inches 
in length and that the weight of the g un was app roximately 10 to 
15 pounds. NH T-2 further stated that l p ,dvised that • - 

this gun was capable of holding a clip of 50 rounds of aminunition 
and that it v/as. supposed to fire 45 caliber ammunition. NH 1—2 
further stated that this particular weapon did not appear to be 
a rifle but rather looked more like a machine gun type weapon. v 

NH T“2 advised on May 20, 1968, that a National Summer 
Training Session of Minutemen v/as being scheduled for the sunuaer 
of 1968. NH T-2 advised that the cost of thfe training session 
was set $100 and that the periods of the training were divided 
into three different sessions. The dates of these sessions were 
given as June "2-12, 1968; June 15-25, 1968; and July 2-12, 1968. 
NH T-2 advised that the location of these training sessions had 
not yet been announced. 


VII. EXPLOSIVES 

NH T-1 advised on January 15, 1968, that | | 

I, a Minutemen member from Stratford, Connecticut, was 
having difficulty obtaining dynamite cap s . In this connection 
NH T-1 further advised that I I had recently stated that 

he was going to ’’contact the fellows up north” and have them 
knock off the shack up there where the dynamite was located. NH 
T-1 stated that l [ further said that this shack would have to be 
knocked off between the dates of Ja nuary 15—20 , 1 968 . NH T— 1 
also advised that the dynamite which T I was referring 

to v/as dynamite maintained by the City of Willimantic, -Connecticut^ 
in a metal shack in a field in the area of Willimantic, Connecticut. 

NH T-2 advised on April 2, 1968, that on March 29, 

1968, a member of the Minutemen group from Bridgeport, Connecticut, 
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had recently made a statement that»he wa.s in the process of making 
a fire bomb but that it was only three quarters complete. NH 
T-2 advised that this member stated that he was trying to make 
a fire bomb which would be self-igniting; however, he did not 
have the necessary chemicals to. complete it. 

On April 16, 1968, the Connecticut State Police (CSP) 
advised that they were currently conducting an investigation 
concerning the theft of 37 cases of dynaiSiite from a dynamite shed 
located in the rural area of Windham, Connecticut. The CSP 
advised that this theft was reported on April 10, 1968, and that 
the dynamite in question consisted of 3700 sticks of dyna.mite 
which was the property of the Hurley Grant Company of 'Willimantic, 
Connecticut, a distributor of dynamite. The CSP further advised 
that the stolen dynamite had been described as being 40 per cent 
gelatin and that the sticks were 1^ inches in diameter by 8 inches 
in length. The sticks were described as being of brown wrap. 



■ ■ . 'On April 22, 1968, NH T-1 advised that a Minutemen 

meeting was held on April 19, 1968, in the general area of Norwich, 
Connecticut.' 'NH T-1 stated that present at this meeting were 
members of the Minutemen organization from the Bridgeport, Waterbury 
and Norwich areas, NH T-1 advised that on the. basis of conversation 
which was held by the members in attendance, the definite impression 
was created that a group of Minutemen from the Norwich, Connecticut, 
area were responsible for the theft of a large amount of dynamitd ^ 
from' a rural area in the Windham-Willimantic, Connecticut, area.

dynamite which amounted to about 2 tons.

NH T-2 advised on April 22, 1968, that at a Minutemen

better start thinking up some excuses in preparation for the txme 

when the authorities would come and start to quest ion them ^ 

concerning what had happened. NH T-2 advised that | 
had instructed those in attendance that they were to say noxnxng 
at all other than the fact that they were not Minutemen but that 
they belonged to the Patriotic Party. 

Concerning the Patriotic Party, NH T-2 advised on 
December 11, 1967, that the Patriotic Party was no longer mentioned 
in any of the Minutemen meetings and the Patriotic Party appeared 
to be a dead issue at least in Connecticut. 

As repoi'ted previously in this report, VINCENT PAUL 
DE PALMA who v/as interviewed in April of 1968, advised that the 
Patriotic Party was defunct. 

On June 13, 1968, NH T-1 also advised that the Patriotic 
Party was a dead issue and rarely, if ever, was mentioned 
in Minutemen circles. 

IX. CONNECTIONS WITH THE UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA (UKA) 

Characterizations of the UKA and Knights of the Ku Klux 

Klan and also of the -United Klans of America. Tnc., 

Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, State of Connecticut Bi’anch, 

appears in the Appendix. 

NH T-2 advised on February 15, 1968, that several Minutemen 
members in Connecticut had recently attended a -klan meeting in 
Newtovm, Connecticut, which meeting was also attended by four Klan 
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meBibers. According to NH T-2, the purpose of this meeting 
was an attempt on the part of the Klan to gain support from 
the Minutemen in connection with activities of the Klan in 
Connecticut, particularly in reference to the passing out of 
Klan literature. 


NH T-2 also advised on March 5, 1968, that] 1 

a Minutemen leader, had recently announced at a Minutemen meeting 
that he had heard from several Klan leaders in the State of 


Connecticut that there was a certain amount of dissensxon among 
■t-u^ T « n-f +Vici Vi an in Connect i.cut . NH T— 2 advised that 

these Klan Idkders with whom he had been 
ill iif they could join the Minutemen organ- 

ization in the event -these difficulties within the Klan leadership.

During the period March through May of 1968, approximately 
25 individuals v/ho were either residents or former residents in the 
State of Connecticut reported receiving anonymous letters or 
messages through the mail which enclosed a sticker or printed label 
approximately 2-2 by 4 inches in size which were addressed to 
’’Traitors Bewarel’ Following this salutation was the xollowing. 


"See the old man at the corner where you buy 
your papers? He may have a silencer equipped 
pistol under his coat. That extra fountain 
pen in the pocket of the insurance salesman 
v/ho calls on* you might be a cyanide gas gun. 
What about your milk man? Arsenic works slow 
but sure. Your auto mechanic may stay up 
nights studying booby traps. These patriots 
are not going to let you take their freedom 
away from them. They have learned the silent 
knife, the strangler’s cord, the target rifle 
that hits sparrov/s at 200 yards. Traitors 
beware. Even now the cross hairs are on the 
back of your necks. 


MINUTEMEN" 
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■ The majority of recipients of the above— described 
Minutemen messages advised that they had been active in the 
political campaign of U.S. Senator EUGENE MC CARTHY for . Pres idea t. 
Other individuals who had received such messages advised that they 
had been active in the peace movement and also draft counseling. 


On March 29, 1968, Honorable JON 0. NEWMAN, United 
States Attorney, District of Connecticut, advised that as a resulc 
of newspaper publicity with regard to Minutemen messages being 
received by MC CARTHY for President workers, it was possible that 
a conspiracy to interfere with an individual's free right to vote 
had been committed. Mr. NEWMAN stated that in view of this, a 
possible violation of the civil rights statute under Title 18, 
Section 241 U.S. Code had been committed. 


On April 1, 1968, 


was interviewed by 


Special Agents of the FBI concerning any Knowledge he might have 
concerning the mailing of such messages by members of Minutemen. 

HART advised at that time that he, knew nothing concerning these 
threats and that he had no 'knowledge of any meaiber of Minutemen 
mailing such threats to r esidents of Connecticut. He advised that 
he was familiar with the type of Minutemen literature or sticker 
which these people, were receiving and that such Minutemen literature 
or material was easily obtainable by anyone either who was affiliated 
with Minutemen or not. He pointed out that all a person had to do 
to obtain such literature was to mail a request to Post Office 
Box 78, Norborne, Missouri, and that such was available in packets 
of 200 for the price of $1. He stated that be, himself, has been in 
possession of such stickers in the past and that he had made such 
literature available to v/hat he described as "our sister groups" 
and which he identified as being the "Birchers" and the "Kluxers.” 


VINCENT PAUL DE PALMA when interviewed in April, 1968, 
pointed out that he v/as aware of Minutemen stickers which individual 
members of the organization would place about in public places. 

He stated, however, that he had never known of any such stickers 
being mailed by members of the organization Minutemen. He stated at 
that time that the ^-urpose' of such stickers which bear the caption 
"Traitors Beware" was meant solely for the purpose of ci eating 
terror . 
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On April 2 , 1968, NH T-1 advised that at a recent meeting 
of Minutemen i-t had generally been discussed by those in attendance 
the recent newspaper publicity concerning, the receipt of

threatening letters from Minutemen by residents in the State of 
Connecticut. NH T-1 advised that none of the Minutemen present 
at this meeting expressed any knowledge or participation in the 
mailing of these threats. 

To date no identification has been effected concerning 
the senders of the above-described anonymous Minutemen threats.

This slogan, ‘support your local police’, originated v/ith the 
Minuternen organization and has been widely copied by otlier patriotic 
organizations. 

Some people who read this slogan assume that we mean citizens 
should support their local police forces in their fight against crime, riots, 
etc. This is only part of it. Our slogan ‘support your local police’, has 
a much greater significance. 

Throughout history, dictatorships of all types have found it 
helpful to maintain powerful national police^ agencies (for example the 
gestapo, GPU, NKVD, etc.) to maintain control over their owi people. 
Even in the most brazen dictatorships such organizations always pretend 
to their own citizens tliat they are ‘fighting crime’ and ‘protecting the 
security of the country’. Their true purpose of course, is to destroy anyone 
who objects to the regime in power or whp might pose a possible thi-eat 
to the continued rule of the dictator.' 

As the communists have taken over several other countries in the 
past, they have used riots and propaganda campaigns charging police 
brutality as a means of (first) reducing the effectiveness of local police 
forces and (second) of creating or expanding national police agencies 
that are fully controlled by the central government. This same familiar 
pattern is now taking place here in the United States. 

.The ‘President’s commission on crime’ has recommended the 
formation of a gigantic ‘national’ police force, expandini,' the FBI, ATTU 
and the creation of a special ‘anti-riot’ task force of federal agents. 

Those who are familiar with the traditional pattern 'of communist 
conquest from within view these steps with alarm. We predict that once 
this great federal police power exists it will be used seldom, if ever, for 
its supposed purpose. Instead, it will be used by hidden communists with- 
in our own federal bureaucracy to harass loyal citizens that try to stem tlie 
continued growlh of the socialistic dictatorial bureaucracy within our own 
nation. 

One way that the average citizen can help prevent this tragedy 
is to provide adequate tax revenues at the local level to finance efficient 
city, county and state police forces. It is far better to support adequately 
paid, trained and equipped local police forces than to encourage further 
•growth of federal bureaucratic power. 

The ultimate responsibility of your local police force is the de- 
fense and protection of the citizens within its jurisdiction. It must not be 
weakened by federal controls or financially dependent on federal support. 

The continued freedom of our nation depends on the continued 
freedom of your local police officer.

Firearms Control in tlie United States: 

The Position of llie National Police Ofhcers Association of America 
by Frank J. Schira, President 


Every year two opposing forces meet in tlie legis- 
latures of our nation’s states and in our capitol to 
ponder the question of firearms control. By control I 
mean the power to determine who shall Ji^ve the right 
to purchase handguns and rifles. In turn, we are asked 
to state our position in the matter as a representative 
of thousands of law enforcement officers throughout 
the United States. 

We have given the matter considerable thought. We 
have heard and read many views on the subject 

Some of tlie proposals are to restrict the purchase of 
handguns (such as revolvers) to police officers and 
such persons as licensed by the police department. The 
latter would involve a check into the character of each 
person making such a purchase and is intended to place 
firearms in the hands of good and honest citizens. In 
many cities and states such a system exists to one de- 
gree or another. The laws vary so much, however, tliat 
the citizen hesitates when he travels to another state 
to carry his firearm. 

Another proposal is the registration of firearms (in 
some cities this is a voluntary program). This gives the 
police a record of the weapons purchased and to whom 
they were sold. 

Advocates of stronger laws would abolish the right 
of citizens to have firearms at all and limit their use 
to police officers. On the other hand such organizations 
as the National Kifle Association advocate the right 
of the individual to “bear arms” as a guarantee of the 
Constitution. Others say that its plain foolish to limit 
the use and purchase of firearms to policemen as a 
means to reduce violent deaths and accessibility of 
firearms to criminals. If a man wants a gun to use for 
a crime, a law against having a gun is not enough to 
deter him from its use or availability through under- 
world sources. 


Without appearing to sit on a fence we feel that an 
American citizen of voting age and of good character 
should have the right to purchase without restriction ■ a 
handgun, pistol, revolver, rifle, shotgun, or a like item 
without interference by a government body. A record 
of the purchased, the serial number, its intended use, 
and perhaps a test bullet from the weapon might be 
required for the police department as an aid in solving 
any crimes that might be traced to the firearm in the 
future. But to place the purchase of firearms in the 
hands of one official would give cause in some cases 
to abuse. 

The history of our nation has been written by volun- 
teer militia who relied on tlieir own weapons. The pro- 
fessional soldiers are so few in number that of necessity 
they must depend on trained volunteers who are cap- 
able of handling firearms. Even today with the threat 
of gigantic H-Bombs, the knowledge that millions of 
firearms of all sizes a^e stored in homes throughout the 
United States might/ -ell discourage an aggressor from 
our shores. It would" be the means of fighting back by 
the civilian population in ^time of war or invasion. 

We have thousands updn thousands of gun clubs and 
sporting groups throughout the United States. These, 
men and women in the last few years have strengthened 
their programs to teach gun safety to the youth of 
America. For every criminal that uses a gun to rob and 
kill, we have ten times that number of armed citizens 
who are able to assist the police in capturing these 
potential killers because they are armed, 

L.et*s not tie ted tape around the hammer of the 
handgun and restrict good men and women from own- 
ing firearms. We must keep American strong in every 
way and to take away the heritage of the “Minuteman” 
by such laws is foolish and an aid to the enemy v/e are 
fighting daily in our war against crime. 


When do-gooders tell you that guns are a menace to law enforce- 
ment, show fhem this statement by the national association of the 
men responsible for law enforcement. And if anti-gun legislation 
rears its ugly head in your area, present this statement **in evidence** 
—and ask any police exponent of the bill why he strays so far from 
the avowed Delief of his *'guild.**

What Have the Minutemen Accomplished? 

This is a question we often hear from our own members as well as from other con- 
servatives. What do really have to show for seven years' effort? What has been 

accomplished by all the work and sacrifices made by our oi<m members and by the con- 
tributions of our many friends? 

j times x^hen even our most dedicated and hardest working members must 

wonder if their efforts are not in vain. The task we face is so great and what x. 7 e 
can do each day seems so small. Have xvedone anything at all that has actually been 
sffective in the fight against communism? • - 

The truth is that have accomplished a great deall. , — 

As in any underground organization, many important accomplishments cannot be dis- 
cussed in definite terms-- membership lists that have disappeared out of various 
communist headquarters,-- enemy plans that accidently went astray,-- executive positions 
.n the enemy apparatus now held by secret members of the Minutemen. 

There are many less exciting but equally important accomplishments x-;hich we can ■ 
iiscuss and v/hich are easily overlooked. For the morale of our ov;n members and for the 
:ontinued support of other conservatives, it is important that x^e occasionally review 
;hese accomplishments. We must remind ourselves from time to time of their true 
mportance. 

1. We have built a close-knit organization of several thousand members. 'This' 
s the most often overlooked of our accomplishments but ’it is by far the most im- 
ortant. Those x^ho have not gone through it can hardly imagine the time, money, 

tact, persuasion and patience required to build such an organization-- starting 
ith nothing and hampered every step of the x^ay. Each and every member of this organ-, 
zation represents a separate accomplishment by someone, x-;ho printed a leaflet, put 
p a poster, recruited a friend, or mailed a letter. 

Our enemies have tried to destroy the organization by every means: by infiltration, 
y ad publicity, by rumor campaigns against its leaders, by legal persecution. The 
ery fact that the organization still survives and continues to grow is an" acco.mplish- 
ent that few people can fully appreciate. 

2. -We have vjeeded out several hundred "sunshine patriots". Such people have 
een merely a nuisance in the past but in time of crisis they could be a danger to 
ac lives or security of other members. 

Although it might seem logical to screen these people, out before they join the 
rganizatxon, this is not always practical. There are many situations in x-y’nich the 
aly way to test a person completely is to actually try them out.

Just as it requires time and effort to bring now people into the organization, 

. also requires t.ime and effort to xvced'out those xjho can't take the pressure. ' 

)th tasks are equally important in the building of a strong organization. 

Z. We have identified many professional' infiltrators and have passed their 
ientities on to other conservative organizations so they' could be on their ^uard 
[ainst these agents. > ° 
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*6. The ^;ord, "Minutemen” had. once become little more than a faint echo of past 
history. Now it has once again -become a familiar term. Who can say how far reach- 
ing the subtle effects may be of having this, one word re-introduced into conunon usage 
by our citizens'^ 

7, We have, by long years of trial ^nd error, developed a new concept of total 
resistance suitable to the peculiar charac;teristics of this nation and its people-- 
a unique form of civilian defense that offers a real possibility of saving our nation 
from communism where no hope existed before, 

3^ While the bureaucratic dictatorship in Washington, D.C, has tried to dis- 
guise itself as a benign welfare state, the mere presence of the Hinutetnen organi- 
zation has provoked it into showing its r€)al nature to thousands of other citizens 
and helped in this way to alert more people to the true' .danger facing our consti- 
tutional republic. ' - * 

9, The Minutemen have researched, written, printed and distributed vast quantities 
of training material on resistance warfare. * We did so when virtually nothing- else 

of this type v;as available. We are still the only private American organization to 
have originated new material in this field and to have produced it in worthwhile 

amounts. This, material has been of value^^ not 'only to members of the Minutemen but 

to many individuals and other organiza.tioris throughout the fre.e v;orld, 

10, ^ We have provided other patriotic organizations with information on improved 

advertising and propaganda techniques so that the material put out by them would be 

better' received and more effective, ' • 

11, The Minutemen have served as a communications center for several other -V 
conservative organizations, thus providing unity of purpose and coordination > that 

did not previously exist. 

12, The Minutemen have tested and given our members practice in various under- 
ground techniques of communications, surveillance, escape and evasion, recruiting 

and similar skills that are absolutely essential to a final victory over our communist 
enemies, ^ 

13., Our members, x^orking individually and in small groups have stockpiled tens ‘ 
of thousands of firearms and. several million rounds of ammunition plus^ communications 
equipment, medical supplies, extra doting, medicine, printing presses, paper and 
similar items that are sure to be restricted by any dictatorship. Much of this 
material has been carefully hidden or buried in sealed caches x^zhere it will last for 
years and still be usable x/nen all other sources are exhausted. 



14. The Minutemen have taken the blunt of the legal harrassment by pro-socialist 
forces in our federal bureaucracy x^hich might otherwise have been directed against 
other conservatives. We have fought legal battles that acted in the defence of all 
Americans generally as to their continued right to ovjn and bear arms, 

15. We have learned many lessons th^ hard x^ay x^/hen that is the only x^ay to

ORGANIZATIONAL OBJECTIVES, While we are speaking of programs and policies, 
should remember that our ovm personal objectives may not always be the same as 
those of the National organization.

We have several important items to bring to our members* attention this month 
and with the new postage rate in effect, we will try to be as brief as possible. 

Item 1, First, we want to thank those of you who sent the many wonderful 
Christmas cards v?hich we received this year. 

December was an especially good month for those of us who work at National Head- 
quarters, For the first time in many months we had enough money come in to operate 
with real efficiency. For quite a while we had been operating on a day to day basis. 
We had been so far behind in paying our utility bill that v?e could never know when 
the lights, gas, water or phone might be shut off, 

It*s a x^onderful feeling to have the material available to work effectively 
and I hope that our members will continue to send in enough extra contributions to 
maintain this state of affairs, ^ . 


Item 2. We are continuing our extensive reorganization. 

For several months we have been gradually changing our organizational pattern 
from a series of para-military bands into a large number of resistance networks. 
This has been done because we feel that the resistance type organization more 
closely meets our requirements under the present circumstances in which we have to 
operate. 


So far, about 2,000 networks have been set up. Not all of these networks are 
fully operational and there are still additional members as yet unassigned. Stilly 
this work is progressing in a satisfactory manner and v;hen ir^s complete, it should 
result in much closer contact between individual members whi^e preserving the 
necessary security. j 

The upper areas of our organization are also being reorganized for -greater 
efficiency. As originally planned, each member of the Executive Council had a 
specific area' of responsibility. During the intervening years, three members of the 
council have died and the division of labor has been neglected. At a secret meeting 
held recently, three new people were elected to the executive council after having 
been selected from among our most dependable area coordinators. 


Now we have once again divided our work into ten separate departments~with 
one member of the Executive Council responsible for each department. To assist 
in filing and communication, new identification numbers have been assigned to each 
council member and to the department they represent as follows:

If a new trial is granted, then we will, in effeef* start the legal battle all 
over but with a new deck of cards. If this appeal is burned dovm, then a further 
appeal will be made to the United States Supreme Court* 

The time required for all these legal maneuvers w^ll probably extend up to or 
past the time of the 1968 elections. As that time app^oac^es, we can determine 
further how the national organization will be effected* 

This continued legal effort depends, of course, o'*^ bhe continued financial 
support of our members. It is very expensive but we f®®^ worthwhile to exhaust every 
possible legal maneuver to keep three important leader® bhe organization free and 
active in their present duties. 

Item 4. During the past few months we have recei'^®'^ ® record number of new 
membership applications. In many a'reas the processing these new members is far 
behind schedule. This bulletin (or copies of it) wil> ^® received by many new 
members who have not heard from us before. From thesr People v;e ask continued patienc 
so that you may be contacted in another manner as soor^ ®® possible. 

Item 5. It is very important that all communica-^^®'^® National Headquarters

Item 1. WINTER TRAINING. Excellent locations have been selected and most 
of our plans are complete for two v;inter sessions in cold weather operations and 
survival* The number of members desiring to attend these sessions has been con- ^ 
siderably greater than expected* It is doubtful if our instructors can take time 
off from their regular employment for a third session but \<je x-7ill try tq arrange 
it if possible.

This source advised that Minutemen activity in the 
Chicago area is reportedly confined to one or two small groups 
who meet to engage in Minutemen training as proposed by the 
national organization.
